world as a great diplomatic victory 
for America. 
In diplomatic quarters it is held 
that the success of this government 
with Germany on the submarine is 
sue will greatly strengthen the posi 
Hon of Hie nation, particularly in ref­ 
erence to the war in Europe. 
It is 
admitted that it will go far toward re­ 
storing the United States and Drest 
dent Wilson to their position of a year 
ago as a possible peacemaker. 
One of the first results expected 
from the removal of the danger of a 
break with Germany will he tile re­ 
newal of efforts to obtain from Great 
Britain a larger measure of respect 
for the rights of American trade. 
Particular emphasis is laid on the 
fact that the president’s hands are 
now freed and that he can proceed to 
demand observance of the law’ from 
Great Britain without fear that he will 
become Involved In a dangerous sit­ 
uation as regards Germany. 


Germany’s Action Vindicates Wilson. 


The political 
importance attached 
to Hie development by members of 
the administration can hardly be over­ 
estimated. 
They feel that Germany's 
action has absolutely vindicated Pres­ 
ident Wilson's course in dealing with 
Germany, and confounded his critics. 
Auntlier 
effect 
thought likely 
to 
flow from the elimination of the fear 
of a break with Germany is Increased 
activity by those opposing, for politi 
cal or other reasons, large increase In 
appropriations 
for national defense. 
it is believed that tile adjustment of 
the issue with Germany will lie cited 
by the small army and navy adher­ 
ents as proof that the United States 
can maintain its rights without the 
use of military forces and that there 
is no warrant or occasion for plung­ 
ing 
into 
elaborate 
preparation 
for 
war. 
Now that Germany has taken such 
a positive step toward settling the 
submarine issue, the question of chief 
interest here is as to why she has 
done it. 
Various explanations are put 
forward, the most generally accepted 
of which is that lier statesmen have 
come to realize tiiaf the German sub­ 
marine operations were costing lier 
more, 
by 
antagonizing 
the 
world 
against her, titan the damage inflict­ 
ed on the enemy was worth. 
The government in Berlin, ii is said, 
was able to take the* step at this time 
by reason of the fact that th** Ger­ 
man public is so * nthusiastic over tin* 
victories won by the armies in Russia 
that it cares little* what is done re 
gardlng the submarine program. 


British Lend a Hand. 


Another 
suggested

man submarines Is proving so effec­ 
tive as to not only make it difficult 
for them to destroy British shipping, 
but also to cause serious losses to th** 
German submarine flotilla. 
Another factor in th*- situation was 
the realization by Germany that a 
break witli the United State* was tm 
ly imminent, unless something were 
done, and that sin h a break would 
serve to make the United States more 
than ever a rich source of supply of 
money and material for the allies. 
W hatever the motive, or combina­ 
tion of motives, which brought about 
the German change of attitude, no one 
here credits it to any feeling of be 
nevolent altruism on the part of Ger­ 
many, 
nor 
do the 
administration s 
critics even 
grant that 
it was the 
earnest representations of President 
Wilson which were resiwnsible. 
W hile Germany’s action and c h a n g e 
of attitude Is regarded by the adminis­ 
tration as bringing within close view 
the end of the dangerous controversy 
over her submarine operations, much 
remains to be done before It can be 
considered that the issue is disposed 
of or completed. 
The United States has not yet even 
expressed officially its view that tho 
ambassador’s 
communication 
m a k e * 
the situation no longer a dangerou* 
one. 
Officially, it is still maintaining 
its attitude of waiting for Germany 
to move further and make unmistak­ 
ably clear, in formal and official man­ 
ner, its change of heart on the sub­ 
marine Issue.

ENGAGEMENT ANNOUNCED 


In the early p art of the year 1905, 
articles of in co rp o ratio n of the C om ­ 
m ercial Club of B rainerd, M innesota, 
w ere tiled w ith th e secretary of state, 
m ark in g the b eg in n in g of such an 
org an izatio n in B rainerd. 
A fter a 
b rief cam paign, a m em bership of sev­ 
eral hundred was enrolled. 
The suc- 
c* ss of the org an izatio n , at this time. 
was largely due to th e Individual ef­ 
forts of its u n tirin g secretary, W. 1). 
McKay, whose services w*re given to 
th e 
co m m u n ity 
voluntarily. 
The 
sp irit of co operation was not well 
developed r* th a t tim e and the good 
..... a of the organization rapidly 
w ent to n au g h t. 
The result was th a t 
tin* organization became ineffective, 
th e in te rest lagged aud In 1909 but 
tw enty-flve m em bers remained. 
The 
president at 
th a t tim e was It. 
It. 
Wise. 
In th e y ear 19<>5 the exploration 
for iron ore in Crow W ing county be­ 
earn** prom inent but th** skepticism 
as to th** presence of workable de­ 
posits of com m ercial ore was not over 
come until ab o u t 1909.

AUSTRIANS TAKE 
FORTRESS LUTSK 


Gontlnus ta Separate Foe in 


Retreat Through Marshes. 


SLJiVS STILL STAND GOOD SHOW 


Muscovites Prevent Teutonic Forces 
From Crossing Dvina at Friedrjch- 
stadt, Where Battle Rages—French 


Free With Shells. 


London, Soot. 2.—Tho minor fort 
rosa of Lutsk, which, with those of 
Dubno and Kovno forms a fortified 
triangle on Russian territory north of 
the Galician frontier, was captured 
by the Austrians, according to the of­ 
ficial report from Vienna. 
It is in this direction that the Aus- 
tro-German 
offensive 
lins 
been the 
most aggressive during the past few 
days, tin* object boing to separate the 
Russian army which has been retreat­ 
ing through the Prlpot marshes from 
that operating in Galicia, and which 
inflicted, so 
the 
Russians 
claim, a 
rather severe defeat on the invaders. 


May Compel Evacuation. 


The rapture of Lutsk, however, Is 
likely to compel the Russians, despite 
their victory, to evacuate that part of 
Galicia still held by them ; otherwise, 
their flank there would be threatened. 
Along the rest of the front, except 
in the center, where the Auntre Her 
mans continue to make a slow ad 
Vance, the 
Russians appear to he 
holding their own. 
They have thus 
far 
prevented 
the 
Germans 
from 
crossing the Dvina at Freldrlchstadt. 
where a battle has been in progress 
for several days. 
The Muscovites have arrested the 
German offensive between that point 
and the Gulf of Riga, and are still 
holding I heir ground between Kovno 
and VJJna 
arid 
before 
Grodno, al­ 
though the Germans have approaehed 
the outer 
position 
of (lie 
Grodno 
fortress. 


Czar Has Good Chance. 


In the optnicn of military writers 
here, the Russians now stand a good 
chance of winning tho race for time 
Within a few weeks the autumn rains 
will begin, and it is pointed out unless 
they can succeed In gaining a derisive 
advantage by that timo tho Alistto 
Germans can hardly hope to smash 
tho Russian armies before, under lov­ 
er of the lcn" winter, they are re 
formed and re equipped. 
At present the Austro-Gerninns are 
straining every nerve to win this de 
dele \ !>', t they have been greatly de­ 
layed by the intensity of the Russian 
counter-attacks nm! the stubbornness 
with win h the Russian troops hold 
the position?* protecting their retreat­ 
ing comrpths. 
For a week the French have been 
pouring an avalanche of shells into the 
German lines in the west. 
It Is not 
believed that this ammunition would 
be used simply for the purpose of 
damaging the German trenches and, 
therefore, an early general offensive 
is looked for.

Adolphe Pegoud Had Fine Record In 
French Army. 
Paris, Sept. 2.— Reports of the death 
of Adolphe Pegoud, the famous aviator, 
have been officially confirmed. 
The 
news caused sincere sorrow among 
the French people, who regarded him 
as a hero. 
Pegoud. who was only twenty-six 
years old, served five years In the 
French cavalry fighting in the Moroc­ 
co campaign. 
At tho outbreak of the 
war he joined the aviation corps as a 
private, but soon gained a sublieu­ 
tenant’s commission because of his 
skill and daring. 
His exploits won 
him the military medal and the mil­ 
itary cross. 
Pegoud brought down his sixth Ger­ 
man aircraft on July ll.

Germany denies she la 
see king suprem acy for he rself. 
But w hat is m eant by supremacy is actual military supremacy 
in Europe* itse lf. 
A power whose; chief strength is on the sea 
and riot on land can never attain military supremacy in tile 
sense* feared by Europe*. 
England's elenlal of Bupre*niacy for her- 
se*lf, therefore, is an assured fit et.; and, since* Germany has r**p- 
udiated a desire- for Teutonic supremacy,
